While the opening ceremony did not 
begin until 3 o’clock people began to 
arrive before noon, and when the 
house opened at 2 o’clock the galler¬ 
ies were filled in a few minutes. The 
floor of the house was reserved for 
members of the house and their wives 
and certain government officials and 
their wives. A& His Honor the Lieut¬ 
enant Governor arrived everyone 
sttod at attention. The governor's 
escort, composed of ranking army of¬ 
ficers, added to the great vivacity 
of the function, while the many beau¬ 
tiful’ gowns worn by the ladies pres¬ 
ent added to the animation of the 
scene.

• The speech from the throne was as 
fololws:- 

Mr. Speaker and Members of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

I welcome you to the opening of the 
first session of the fifth legislative as- 
hembly. 

Since the close of the last session. 
His Grace the Duke of Devonshire 
has concluded a term of service as 
Governor General of Canada, which 
will be remembered with deep appre¬ 
ciation. He has been succeeded by 
Baron Byng of Vimy as His Modes¬ 
ty's representative. It is with great 
• satisfaction that we welcome him, 
--—and we believe that the services he 
will render in this capacity will be of 
the same high order as those which 
endeared him) to our people as com¬ 
mander of the Canadian troops at the 
front. 

Bureau of Labor 

In common with many other parts 
of Canada and the world, Alberta has 
suffered the general economic and in¬ 
dustrial depression following the war 
but present indications give hope of a 
gradual recovery. This depression 
has resulted in extensive unemploy¬ 
ment. My government has taken full 
cognizance of these conditions and 
his instituted measures to meet im¬ 
mediate necessities, at the same time 
considering a more satisfactory meth¬ 
od of dealing with the problem. 
Legislation will be introduced to cre¬ 
ate a Bureau of Labor in order that 
the problems concerning the wage- 
earners of the province may receive 
that consideration to which they are 
entitled. 

Crop Failures in South 
The conditions existing in certain 
sections of the southern part of the 
province, conequent upon failures of 
crops and general depression in mar¬ 
kets and the financial conditions 
created by a series of poor crop sea- 
ons, have received the attention of 
the government.

gathering. 

COMM U1NITY EXPRESSION 

Leonard D'Alebrtanson, editor of 
the CbaiUrvin Chronicle, in replying to 
the introduction of the chairman said 
that he did not wish to be regarded as 
4 visitor from,the town: He adm-W*— 
l>eing born and educated in the 
little city of London, England. That 
he had had seven years in the dry 
goods business, after which he wlas 
engaged in the printing trade for se¬ 
ven more years. At this time the 
offer of 160 cares of land in Canada 
appeJed strongly that he answer- 
ered their call and came out as a 
green Englishman who couMn’t tell 
the difference between wheat, oats, 
barley and flax. He preferred then 
to be known as a neighbour hwom 
they ha/1 had all know r n driving his 
team, of oxen past their homstead in 
the early days. 

If a title should be given to his 
rambling remarks, he would give the 
title "Community Expression.” or the 
community learning to and express¬ 
ing its own thoughts and determin¬ 
ations on matters of concern to it. 

In a Reminiscent manner the speak¬ 
er portrayed the early arrival of the 
first settlers to the district. He re¬ 
lated how the vastness of the prairie 
offered u»s the promise of homes and 
fortune, how' the miles seemed short- 
ter by reason of our cheerful hopes 
in the future. He spoke of the in¬ 
creasing- power of the sensation of 
isolaton caused by the delay in the 
realization of our hopes. 

The lack of social life in the early 
days strengthened this feeling of iso¬ 
lation. Out tow r ns and villages were 
trading centres and provided only a 
livery barn and hotel and places to 
trade; whilst in the rural parts we 
had no such organization or means 
of gathering together such as in this 
meeting to-day.. The utter silence 
of the prairires at times became ab¬ 
solutely painful he had shouted and 
sung, and even sworn to break down 
the silence. As a result of this ex¬ 
periences the speaker claimed he had 
a far more acute hearing to-day than 
when h e 'arrived in Canada. 

The more minister aspect this 
sense of isolation came into force as 
the burden of continhed debt bore us 
down. He related how one year he

To grow cucumber, squash, mar¬ 
rows, without heat, select a piece 
of land very rich, light* and well 
drained and that has been well 
worked. JDig holes 2 feet by 2 feet 
audlfopA, tijjuehes tb?ep, keep the top 
soil by itself for as many hills as you 
propose to plant, say 6 feet apart 
each way, Procure a sufficient quan¬ 
tity of well/ rotted manure and mix 
with equal parts of the soil removed 
from the holes; refil the holes with 
this mixture to withing* 3 or 4 inches 
of the top and press down firmly. 
Give each hole one or two pails of 
vvated according to the dryness of the 
ground. After the water has disap¬ 
peared finish off with a lkyer of the 
top soitl. Take a hoe and with the 
surplus soil make a ridge all round 
the hill which will form a basin and 
make it easier to water the plants as 
they grow. 

In May. or early in June sow about 
twelve seeds in a hill. After the seed¬ 
lings are well established remove all 
but four of the strongest. Have boxes 
handy for covering during the cold 
nights. 1 

Observe there are two kinds of 
blooms <m the same plants,, false 
and true blooms, which are easily dis¬ 
tinguished the one from the other. 
The true bloom having a myiature 
fruit immediately below the flower. 
Remove all blooms until the plants 
have attained a fair size. To ensure 
a good set of fruit, on a bright sunny 
morning about noon, with a small

world has yet seen. Be loyali to your 
organization and work ever and in 
all things with this end in view. 


had refused to give a chattel mort¬ 
gage as further security for some un¬ 
paid machinery notes; and how the 
next year he was again asked to give 
a chattel mortgage. This time he 
told the col.ector that he might have 
te land and everything on it. The 
collector, sizing up the speaker and 
sizing" him correctly, as a discour¬ 
aged man,'talked to him for some 
half and hourand gave him renewed 
courage by showing how his firm was 
intereested in his success. This ex¬ 
perience the speaker had never for¬ 
gotten, and it had done much to 
break don that sense of isolation for 
him. " 

Re ga r di ng politics, he said that af¬ 
ter having taken an interest in Old 
Country politics, he had on arrival, 
sought to understand Canadian poli¬ 
tics. In 1906 he read both the Win¬ 
nipeg Free Press and the Winnipeg 
Telegram, and found upon their edi¬ 
torial pages a mutual recrimination 
of the opposing side, and even such 
an expression as “the country will 
soon be divided into Liberals and 
fools” on the editorial pages. He 
then decided that he would never be 
associated with any political party, 
and until today has kept this deter¬ 
mination.

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mon lafw, Canada' has also availed 
Itself of many of those statutes which 
have been from time to time passed 
by parliament In . England to meet a 
condition of things to which the old 
maxims of the law could not apply. 

The establishment of legislatures m 
the provinces, wo have seen, was 
only a little lftter than the entrance 
of the large British population, and 
it was therefore in their power to 
adapt English statutes to the circum¬ 
stances of this country at the very 
commencement of our history, or to 
pass such enactments as were better 
suited to the country. • 

Thus it happens that gradually a 
large body of Canadian statutory law 
has been built upon the common law 
foundation of the legal structure. 

With a view of making law more 
intelligible it has,—consequently been 
wisely ordered at different times, 
that all these statutes should be re¬ 
vised and consolidated in one or more 
volumes, with suitable tables and in¬ 
dexes—by commissions composed of 
learned lawyers and judges. 

The people of the Dominion and of 
all the provinces, except* Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, have now easy access 
by these means to the statutory law 
that governs them. 

It is found convenient in the inter¬ 
vals between the consolidations of 
the statutory law to collect together, 
from time to time, all the enactments 
on a particular subject and incorpor¬ 
ate them, with such amendments as 
are found necessary, in one consoli¬ 
dating statute.. This has been found 
especially useful in the case of volum¬ 
inous laws affecting railways, in¬ 
surance, banking, and other matters 
of public import. 

The criminal code has also been 
consolidated in this way and forms 
a code of criminal rules of law to 
be applied by the courts.

those customs and usages which were 
adapted to the social condition and 
progress of France. The various civil 
divisions or departments of Franco 
had their special usages called cus¬ 
toms which governed each, but all 
of them rested on the original founda¬ 
tion of the Roman code of 627-634 be¬ 
fore Christ. 

The custom of Paris became the 
fundamental law of Canada during 
the French rule. The law has been 
modified since 1763 by contact with 
English laws and customs, and by 
the necessities and circumstances of 
a new country; but despite any 
amendments and modifications it has 
undergone in order to keep it in 
touch with the conditions of modern 
life and the needs of commerce and 
enterprise, the important principles 
which affect the civil rights of indi¬ 
viduals, the purchase and transfer of 
property, marriage and inheritance, 
and many other matters of direct in¬ 
terest to all persons in a community 
still remain and command the admir- 
miration of all jurists. 

The procedure in the courts is, 
however, open to criticism, and is 
much more expensive than it is in 
the eastern provinces of Canada. 

THE ENGLSH COMMON LAW 

In the other provinces the common 
law of England forms the foundation 
of their jurisprudence. Its general 
principles were brought into this 1 
country by the early English settlers, 
but the courts have held that they 
did not bring with them; those paVts 
of the law which were not suitable 
to the new condition'of things in A— 
m.erica.

cuit, as it is called, like the judges 
in eyre of William the Conqueror, 
visiting the principal towns and cities 
for the trial of important civil and 
criminal cases, but the seat of these 
courts is. at the capitals of the prov 
inces. i 

In adit ion to these superior courts 
there are in all the provinces, except 
Quebec, county court judges. In « 
Saskatchewan and Alberta the judges 
are called district. court judgest those 
provinces not having been divided 
into counties. These judges, though 
their jurisdiction is limited both in 
Civil and criminal cases, the more 
important cases being* reserved for 
the superior courts, exercise very 
varied and extensive powers, both 
with respect to the trial of cases and 
also with respect to municipal and 
other maters closely affecting the 
daily life of the people. 

Besides the principal courts above 
mentioned, the police and stipendiary 
magistrates and justices of the peace 
have jurisdiction for the trial of the 
less important criminal cases and of¬ 
fences and the violation of municipal 
rules and regulations. In most prov¬ 
inces^ they also have a very limited 
jurisdiction in simple civil cases such 
ais suits for small sums of money..

By means of this machinery excel¬ 
lent provision is madt for the settle¬ 
ment of controversies of every kind, 
for the prevention and punishment of 
crime, and for the preservation of 
law and order. 

In all the provinces there is a court 
to hear appeals. In the provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick,. 
Manitoba and British Columbia this 
court Ig composed of separate judges, 
but in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, Saskatchwan and Alberta 
appeals are decided by a number of 
judges of the supreme or highest 
court of the province sitting together. 
Saskatchewan has made provision for 
having separate appeal judges in the 
future. 

Each province has a court of the 
highest jurisdiction. In Ontario it is 
called the high court division of the 
supreme court of Ontario; in Nova 
Slcotia, Prince Edward Island, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta it is called the supreme 
court; in New Brunswick and Man¬ 
itoba it is called the court of the 
king’s bench, and in Saskatchewan, 
when the new law comes into force 
it will also bear this latter name. 

In Quebec the court of appeal is 
called the court of king’s bench, and 
there is the superior court which has 
a jurisdiction corresponding to tb< 
high and supreme courts of the othei 
(provinces, but jthe judges are ap¬ 
pointed for the various judicial dis¬ 
tricts into which the province is div-, 
ided. The original intention was that 
the judges should reside in the dis¬ 
tricts for w r hich they were appoint¬ 
ed, but as a result of the improve¬ 
ment and rapidity of modern means 
of travel, and the pressure of work 
at the great centres , it has been 
found better that many of the judges 
of country districts should reside in 
Montreal and Quebec. In Quebec,

THE CrVTL LAW OF FRENCH 
CANADA 


The criminal law of England has 
prevailed in all the provinces since it 
was formerly introduced by the pro¬ 
clamation of 1763, and the Quebec 
Act of 1774. . r *■ * 

The French Canadians never ob¬ 
jected to this system of law, since it 
gave them the advantage of trial by 
Jury, which was unknown to French 
law. 

The civil law, however, that pre¬ 
vailed in Canada under the French 
rule, has continued to be the legal 
system In the province of Quebec 
since the cession, and is much and 
deservedly cherished by the people. 
Its principles have been carefully col¬ 
lected and enacted in a code prepared 
by order of the Emperor Napoleon in 
the beginning of the last century. 
The rules of procedure relating to 
the civil law have also been laid 
down in a distinct code. 

The civil law of French Canada had 
its origin, like all similar systems, in 
the Roman law, on which were en¬ 
grafted, in the course of centuries,

When w e come to review the judi¬ 
cial system of the provincse we find 
in each of them several courts of su¬ 
perior and inferior jurisdiction; that 
is to say, whose powers vary very 
much in importance. These courts 
mfciy be conveniently classified as fol¬ 
lows, commencing at the foot of the 
judicial structure: — 

1. Inferior courts of civil jurisdic¬ 
tion, for the summary and speedy 
trial of offenders against the crim¬ 
inal law, for the preservation of the 
peace in every community, for the 
preservation of the peace in every 
community, for the preliminary ex¬ 
amination of charges yt crime, and 
the eommital of the accused to prison 
for trial before a higher court. 

3. Superior courts, tyr the trial of 
civil and criminal cases, not limited 
in amount or nature. *
